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WHAT’S IN A NAME? 


A New Answer to an Old Question--- 
Family Names.. 


John Smith ard Mary Anne—Names of Places 
and Things—Some Good Advice. 


[From the London Queen. | 

Ever since the days of the Montagues and 
Capulets the above question may have been 
ruppored to be going the round of the werld 
und adding for an answer only an echo of it- 
sclf, ‘*What’s in aname?’’ At the present 
{ime a very great deul, we imagine; indeed, is 
it not more frequently for the name of the 
thing that we make sacrifices, than for any in- 
trinsic beauty or value in the thing itself? 
N ames are givrn for two primary reasons: To 
human beings to distinguish them from each 
other, and to things to mark some quality or 
peculiarity. And first of Christian names, 
because they are meant to be a distinctive ap- 
pellation, by which each person shall be dis- 
tinguished. Wesuppose the good old Eng- 


lish, or perhaps it should be nearer the truth 
to say the universal fashion prevails of nam- 
ing the child after the parent, and so on tothe 
third and fourth generation. While John 
Smith is father and John Smith is son, it is,of 
course,un easy matter to write senior or junior, 
as the case may be; or, to make a distinction, 
the father may be addressed as Old Jack, 
and the son as Young Jack or Johnny. But 
when there bappens to be, which is very fre- 
quently tbe case, a grandfather John Smith, a 
father John Smith, ason and grandson Jobn 
Smith, a great-grandson John Smith, and 
even collatefal John Smiths in the way of 


cousins. who could work bis way through 


stich an intricacy of sameness? Even the fain- 
ily is obliged to have recourse to all sorts of 
abbreviations and nicknames. This often be- 
comes embarrassing, as, for instance, when 
familiarity reduces Nicholas to Nick, and we 
hearthe austere father of a family spoken of 
as Old Nick, while his son, from his unhappy 
coenemen of Young Nick, is credited with a 
score of misdemeanors that have no right to 
be placed to bis account. 
* FEMININE NAMES. 

With the males of the family it is generally 
bad enough, but most of them can bear sto- 
ically the acknowledged arrival at a certain 
age implied in the soubriquet old; but the la- 
dies—ah, there, indeed.the repetition of fami- 
ly names becomes galiing in the extreme. 
W ho cannot recall some bloomiog matron of 
their acquaintance dubbed old, while still in 
the verv prime of life—often at that age which 
is proverbially connected with fat and fair? and 
this simply because some wayward boy, scarce 
out of his teens, has taken to himself 
a wife, and, bearing his father’s Chris- 
tian name, beatows it on his 
spouse, and bis still voung and probably 
charming mother goes for the rest of her days 
under the title of old Mrs. So-and-so. Within 
the compass of one familv circle six Mury 
Annes hive sat down to dine together. three 
of the six bearing the same surname. Is it 

ossible to imagine anything more confusing? 

‘hat manifold changes had to be rungon 
those little words; and when Marv, Anne, 
Mary Anne and Polly had done duty, a dis- 
tinction still bad to be made between my Mary 
Anne, our Mary Anne and our Mary Anne. 
Petter far than this tedious repetition from 
sire to son would it ‘be to rush to the sther 
cxtreme and christen the babe with some 
hero’s appellation, in the hope ofinciting him 
to great deedsin the future, although, like 
the father of the immortal Plumper in“ Coo! 
as a Cucumber, who christened his sou 
Iforatio, George, Brummel, William, Wolf- 
yang, Thomas, in the hope that he would rival 
all these gieat geniuses, we should be com- 
pelled to endow the infant witha string of 
names to avoid mismatching the coegnomen 
Vith the distinguished quality. As for sur- 
names, they seem to have been sown broad- 
cast over the world, the least suitable patrony- 
mie falling upon the most unsuitable should- 
ers. Mr. Smallbones, for instance, has the 
frame of on ox: while Mr. Podge is six feet 
high, and scarcely ciscernible when regarded 
in profile. . 

NAM OF PLACES. 

In ecard to the naming of places and things 
createrconfusion ihan ever appears to exist. 
Scldom isthe stichtest effort made to fit the 
object With an appropriate tithe. To become 
aware of this in its most extended phase it is 
ouly necessary to indulge in a suburban walk 
und note the names that appear, as thouch 
mieantto mislead the search for a particular 
dwelling. For instance, « friend has invited 
you tospend a davat **the Retreat, and full 
ofthe most charming anticipations you seek 
the unknown spot.

THE ETERNAL FITINEdS OF THINGS. 
Every child should have a name that would 
so distinguish bim forever from the rest of his 
family that he should remain in obscurity or 
go down to posterity on his own merits, and 
not trade on the popularity of bis father, 
whose genius the son is not bound to inherit 
with his name. In France it is a widespred 
practice to give a family the mother’s maiden 
surname prefixed to that of the father; there- 
fore, however many the ramrfications of the 
family tree, each branch bears forever a dis- 
tinctiveappellation. By all means let us seek to 
call — 2 distinctively and appropriate- 
ly, bearing in mind that, not in great things 
alone, but even in trifles, there is an ‘‘eternal 
htness of things, ' and that much may depend

THE HUMAN NOSE. 


A German Professor Who Has Discever- 
ed This Organ tobe the Seat of the 
Immortal Soul. 

{From the London Telegraph. | 
Noses are an important part in the every- 
day life of man, and it is well, therefore, that 
they have at last found their apostle. Dr. 

Jager, a professor of Stuttgart, has, after 

most patient experiments with his own nose, 

proved it to be the seat of his soul. It is, it 
appears, the projecting finger on the dial face 
that registers the motion of the great ma- 
chinery of the human heart, and 


accords thereon, by its silent vibra- 
tions and pulsations, all the various workings 
ot the intellect. Simply wie h the nose on bis 
face the learned professor is enabled, eyes 
sbutand ears stopped, to discriminate the 
character of any stranger he may meet or 


even that he has passed onthe street. He 


can, then, by merely putting his nose through 
a chink, tell what the people on the other side 
of the wall are doing; and, more than this, 
what they have just been doing; can assure 
himself whether they are married or unmar- 
ried, and whether they are happy or the re- 
verse. Proceeding upon the knowledge 
thus acquired by repeatedly suc- 
cessful diagnoses, the Professor argued, in 
a lecture which he lately delivered on this fas- 
cinating subject, that if different scents ex-“ 
pressed different truits of character, each trait 
could separately be affected by a particular 
cent, and his experiments proved him here 
us right as before. For not only can Dr. Jager 
smell, for instance, bad temper. or a tendency 
to procrastination in any individual, but by 
emitting the counteracting antidote odor, he 
can smooth the frown intoasmile,and electrify 
the sluggard into dispaten. Dr. Jager does 
not, we sbould explain, claim to possess within 
himself, his own actual body, more perfumes 
than any of his neighbors. He does not ar- 
rogateto himself any special odors, as did 
Mobammed and Alexander the Great, who 
claimed to smell divinely, nor does he ask to 
divide henors with 'the musky daughters of 
There is no insolent assumption 
about the profeasor, no unnatural straining 


after the possession of extraordinary attri- 


butcs. He merely claims to have discovered 
by chemical research certain preparations 
which, when volatilized, produce certain re- 
sults upon the nostrils.

Hannah M. Coolidge, in the Superior Court 
in Boston, has recovered damages to the 
amount of 73,000 of Samuel N. Neat for 
breach of contract of marriage. With- 
out entering into the merits of this par- 
ticular case, it may be stated that the Judge 
charged the jury that ‘‘the engagement 
Wasa contract, the specific perform- 
ance of which the law would not enforce, but 
for the breach of which it allowed damages. ”’

Gen. Ben Harrison and the Improve. 
ment of the Rivers. 
[From the Cincinnati Gazette.] 

INDIANAPOLIS, December 15.--Gen. Ben 
Harrison, ofthe Mississipp1 Commission, has 
returned to the city, and on the subject of the 
river improvements he has made known the 
following facts: At various points en the 
stream engineer parties are at work measur. 
ing the force and velocity of the current, as. 
certaining the composition of the soul, and 
other matters that will aid them in arriving at 
a full knowledge of the subject mat- 
ter. The commission 2 at all these 
points, and also at the large eities on 
the river. At Vicksburg an examination of 
the fortifications was made under the direc- 
tion of Mejor Harrod, chief engineer of the 
Rebel forces, and Major Comstock, chief en. 
tineer on Grant’s staff, and now both mem. 
bers of the commission. The earth in that 
vicinity is very firm, avd much of the work 
done by the armies still remains intact. At 
Nutchez a considerable stop was made in order 
that a visit might be made to Lake Concordia, 
a short distance from the river on the 
Louisiana side. Fears were expressed 
that the river would break the banks and 
sweep through the lake. Congressman IIIIl. 
of Louisiana, met the party at Natchez and 
accompanied them to the lake, where the 
only thing approaching a public reception oc- 
curred. The Commission procee led to Port 
Eads, and went out on the Gulf ina tug. 
The jetties were in a good condition. No ob- 
struction to navigation has occurred, but the 
required depth has not at all times been 
maintained, and a dredger is kept constantly 
at work. 

In addition to the engineering parties on 
the Mississippi.similar parties are at work on 
the Missouri, working under the river and 
haibor sppropriation of last vear. A meet- 
ing of the Commission will be held in St. Louis 
January 15, at which time the reports of some 
of these parties will be ready for submission, 
and a partial or preliminary report may be 
made by the Commission to Congress. On 
the recent trip no vote or forma action was 
taken, butthe general sentiment was in 
favor of recominending that ex- 
periments be made at various 
points along the river with the 
several methods suggested of preserving the 
banks, and the best and most available be se- 
lected by actual trial, before any general sys- 
tem of improvement is adopted. What is 
called **mattress-work’’ appears to find the 
most favor among engineers. This is asheet- 
ing (f willow boughs, fastened to a frame- 
work by the heavy part. This can be con— 
structed on ‘‘ways’’ and floated to wherever 
it is desired to be sunk. Besides being cheap 
and available, the river-banks and sand-bars 
being covered with a heavy growth of osiers, 
the sediment in the stream soon colleets in the 
branches, and a firm and compact bank is 
speedily formed.

Pbysicians were called in, but 
the convulsions continued till after eleven last 
night. He is better this morning. The trial will 
begin to-morrow, as the witnesses are all 
present.

THE CRISIS IN AFGHANISTAN. 

The latest news from Afghanistan fully 
confirms the grave fears that have for some 
time been felt for the safety of the English 
troops. It begins to look very much as 
though there was to be a repetition of the 
great disaster of 1842, when all except two 
of the British army perished. The war in 
Afghanistan has now been in progress for 
| nearly a year, and it was supposed that it 
| would come to a speedy end. After the 
| capture of Cabul, Shere Ali, the ruler who 
| had provoked the war, left his people and 
country and soon after 
died under the protection of Russia. 
Yakoob Khan, who succeeded him on the 
throne, appeared to be friendly to Englan: 
until after the Cavaguari massacre. That 
act threw everything into confusion. 
It caused the return of General Roberts 
and his army, who again took possession of 
the national capital. Harsh measures were 
attempted towards all those who were 
proved to have been in the Cavagnari mas- 
sacre. Yakoob Khan himself was put under 
suspicion, there being a strong belief that he 
had connived at the plot. The commander- 
in-chief of the Afghan army has been ar- 
rested and is now awaiting his trial, while 
a number of officers and private soldiers 
have been hung. It was quite natural 
that retaliatory measures of the 
British should provoke a renewal of hostil-

Some of these routes are quite ex- 
tensive and cost the Government a great 
deal of money, but the manner in 
which the expensiveness of some 
of them has increased in 
the last few years cannot be explained. 
Some very interesting figures on this sub- 
ject were lately furnished in a Washington 
special to the New York Times. In 1878 
the Post-office Department let the route 
from Vinita, in the Indian Territory, to 
Las Vegas, New Mexico, a dis- 
tance of 725 miles, for $6,330, a 
weekly mail to be served aud 
the distance to be traveled in ten days. 
Later on in 1878 two trips a week were 
ordered and the allowance increased to 
$12,660 per year. Still later in 1878 the trips 
were ordered to be made in seven days and 
$34,846 additional per annum was allowed. 
Changes were made till some time last 
when the service was made 
daily and $86,052 additional was 
allowed. With all the additional 
allowances that have been made, this route 
now costs the Government at the rate of 
nearly $150,000 per annum. The cost of 
other „Star Service“ routes has been in- 
creased in the same proportion. It is, there- 
fore, very easy to see where a good portion 
of the two million deficiency has 
gone, but it is not so easy to see why 
Mr. Key and his. assistants should 
indulge in such reckless extravagance 
without some consultation with Congress.

ing his first term, for doing his first wrong, 
and no evil will come from it; but when 
the two are putina cell together at night 
they are allowed to converse with each 
other, and it is here that the young 
criminal suffers from his associa- 
tion wifh the hardened one. The 
prisons of the present age should certainly 
be more than mere places of punishment. 
If men and women are to be made greater 
criminals by being sent to prison, then the 
safety of society demands that when once 
confined they should be confined for life. 
A large majority of the inmates of our 
penitentiaries are young people, many of 
them below the age of twenty-one, 
and a large proportion of them are sent 
there for two or three years. Humanity 
and civilization demand that the element of 
reform should enter into their punishment, 
so that they may become law-abiding, if not 
useful, citizens after they are liberated. 
Therefore, let the old and confirmed crim- 
inals be kept to themselves, so that prisons 
will become reformatory institutions to 
those who are capable of being reformed, 
as well as places of punishment.

Mr. Charles Francis Adams, Jr., offers 
some most excellent suggestions on 
“bridge derailments,“ in his book on Rail-

To make accidents from this cause, it nos 
impossible, at least highly improbable, it is 
only necessary to make the ties and flooring of 
all bridges, between the tracks, and tor three 
feet. on either side ot them, 
ficiently strong to sustain the whole weight of 
atrain off the track and in motion, whilea 
third rail, or strong truss of wood securely 
fastened, should be laid down midway between 
the rails throughout the entire length of the 
biidge and its approaches. 

It is very evident that this could 
save a train from a6 off 
the bridge or down rough 
it. As bridges are now constructed, when 
the wheels of a locomotive once leave the 
track, they go crashing through the cross- 
ties below, and there is nothing to prevent 
a general disaster. In the case of the St. 
Charles bridge disaster, it was said that the 
immediate cause was the jumping of the 
track by one of the cars. If 
there had been a solid floor, 
extensions on either side and a middle rail, 
such as are suggested by Mr. Adams, no 
serious accident would have followed. 
Either public opinion or the State Legisla- 
tures ought to compel the railroads to make 


their bridges more secure. 


BARGES ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 

The New Orleans Times of December 12 
concludes an article under the head of Build 
our own Barges’’ with the following: 

Just now there are in progress of consumma- 
tion railway combinations and extensions 
which will concentrate at St. Louis the pro- 
cucts of a vast region of country. The natural 
outlet for much of this business is the Missis- 
sippi, but if the means ot utilizing the river are 
not provided, the railways, no matter how 
greatly it may overtax their capacity, willun 
dertake the business, and will increase their 
ability todoit. Barges of 300 feet length and 
50 feet beam, loadedto float on five feet of 
water, can trade at allscasons and stages of 
water to St. Louis and most ot the year to Kan- 
sas City, and they could bring produce to this 
city against any competition. It is useless to 
wait for St. Louis to provide for our com- 
merce; therefore our merchants should do it 
tor themselves. They have the capital, and it 
appears to us the emergency has arisen for its 
use in this way. 


Much of this is quite true, and some of these 
ideas have already been strongly urged in the 
columns of this paper. It 1s somewhat hu- 
miliating to bear that it is useless to wait for

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THE KRING CASE. 


The Prisoner’s Motionto Set Aside His Plea 


of Guilty-Overruled—A Talk With Kring in 
the Jail. — 


In the Kring case this morning Judge Laugh. 
lin overruled the prisouer’s motion to set aside 


his plea ot guilty. 

After reciting the main points of the plea, 
which are sufficiently familiar t the 
town, the Judge Says: After 
several trials and after a lange 
of nearly five years, he entered, with the con- 
sent of the Circuit Attorney, a plea of ‘‘guiity 
of murderin the second degree,’’ and there. 
upon the Court sentenced him to twenty-five 
yearsin the Penitentiary. He now ‘nies hig 
motion to set aside both the sentence and the 
plea, and tor leave to re-enter the original plea 
Ot not guilty’’ and for a trial, 

Kring’s statement that he had an under. 
Standing with the Circuit Attorney abont the 
length of sentence to be imposed is re. 
viewed, end itis stated that his and his coun- 
sel’s affidavits tothis effect are uncontradict. 
ed, aud ure taken by the Court as true. 

Tine lu w is cler. The areeptance 
of the phawas a matter for his pio ecutöôrs, 
und after this no one hed anything to say but 
fhe Court. The assessment of the punishment 
is lytlestatute expressly made the duty ot 
tke Ccurt. This must have deen 
known by his counsel, aud if understood 
by them it was understood by him, The case 
woulo benaterialiy different if the defendant 
nad not been represented. It is got necessary 
beresoto decide, but I think Ishould have 
little difficulty in reaching the conclusion that 
in u case where a party accused of crime and 
unaided bv an attorney was thus misied, 
it was my duty to relieve against such imposi- 
tion. But this is not that case. 

The dcfenduynt was surrounded by all the 
saieguaids known to criminal procedures; had 
bud ample time to reach a correct conclusion 
as to what course was best for him; his plea 
wasa voluntary act, and was unconditional, 
andI can now see no reason to undo what has 
been done.

Proceedings in Court To-day—Depositions 
Read—Who Owned the Carpet Store? 


It wili be remembered that on tte night of 
December 18, 1878, the carpet kouse of B. C. 
Powell, neartne corner of Fifth and Olive 
strects, was destroyed by fire, with an insur- 
ance of $50,000 on the stock, in eight com- 
panies. Annmber of ‘unsatisfactory endeav- 


ors were made to adjust the losses. The mat 
ter was finaliv referred to arbitration, 
put no more satisfactory agreements were ar 
rived at, all withthe exception oftwo of the 
companies refusing to abide by the arbitrators’ 


decision and pay the amounts, leaving a basis 


for suits of $40,000. The suit against the Liv- 
erpoo], London and Globe company came up 
before Judge Adams in Circuit Court 
No. 1 yesterday and was continued to-day. 

The defense of the insurance company is 
that by a provision of the policy, if Mr. Powel! 
were not the sole, entire and unconditional 
owner,’’ the policy should be void, and that 
Mr. Jonathan Levy, ot St. Joseph, was a part- 
nerin the concern. The whole case bingeson 
this one point. 

Much time was consumed this morning in the 
cross-examination of Mr. Powel,who yesterday 
testified that though he had been associated 
with Mr. Levy inthe dry goods business in St.
